Tlie first question diaoussed was the power 
of oounalls to oolleob taxes, Surrey reported 
$9,000 in arroars, and bhat their attempted 
tax aalethad been qnashed.

Civil Service Bnilding: Society Wound 
Up After Nearly Thirty Years 
of Usefulness. 



Pacllie Cable Tenders— No Compli- 
cation Likely to Arise Out of 
Erie Seizures. 

From Our Own Corroapondont. 
Ottawa, Deo. 10.— The Civil service 
bnitding society, which was established in 

1865, la about to bo wound up. During the 
twenty-nine years of its exiatenoo the 
society has rendered excellent service ; 
many public officials availing themselves of 
its aid to ereob dwellinss. The higheab 
capital which the aooiety ever bad was 
$210,000.' In winding up its affairs 'every 
shareholder ia to bo paid in full, and there 
will be a few hundred dollars to divide 
among the existing ahareholdera. 

The statement published by the New 
York press that international complica- 
tions are likely to arise onb of the fishery 
■eizaroa on Lake Erie - is the veriest non- 
aense. The United States government 
tacitly acqiuesce in Canada's action, being 
anxious to see tho lako fisheries preserved. 

Sandford Fleming has carefully analyzed 
the Cable tenders, and reported thereon to 
Hon. Mr. Howell. The report has been 
printed, and copies mailed on Saturday to 
tho Imperial government and all the colon- 
ics interested.

Tho 
uaUmity was caused by a change in the firm 
of Browse, Hail k Morris, of England, who 
transact businesa for many Newfoundland 
merchants. The ohange. involved an imme- 
diate oall on local men ab a aeason when 
aoaota are not realizable.

The Policy of the Government Defined 
and Explained— Protection 
Vs. Free TradO. '" : 

Attitude of the Admiuistratlon ou the 
Great Qaestious Specially Affect- 
Ingr Brltisti Coinmbia. 



The opera house was crowded from floor - 
to roof last night to bear Sir Charles HIbr 
bert Tupper, Minipter of Marine and FiahV 
cries, address the electors of . Victoria. She 

Charles appeared on the platform surround- 
ed by a large number of gentlemen promin- 
ent in the business and political life of the 
oity»n4;profvlno,e. ' To his left sab Hon. 
The6dw^avie and Senator MiSpdonald ; on 
his right, Lleub.-CoL Pfibr, M.P,', Thos. 
I'larlc, M.P., F. Barnard, M.P., nnd Hon. 
G. B. Martin. Behind sat several rows of 
gentlemen nnmberiog meinbera of " the legis- 
lature and other leading men, inciodipg 
many mombera of the Liberal-Conservative 
Club. After a bnrat of applause Intarrapt- 
ed by some connter.noise made by Liberals 
in the audience, the orator of tho evening 
was introduoed. 

Lieut. -Colonel Prior in a few opening re- 
marks, presented Sir Charles to tho audience. 
The province had been more fortunate than 
usual during the past few years in being 
visited by some of Canada's leading public 
men of both parties. It was only a year ago 
that Hon. G. E. Foster had viaited the city 
and last summer Hon. Mr. Lauricr the 
silver tongued orator. (Liberal applause.) 
Now to-night they were viaited by Sir 
Charles Hibberb Tupper (applause) who 
though one of tho youngest men in the 
house waa not one of its leaat men in- 
lelleotuaUy. Sir Charlea came from a 
province with riches of lumber and fish like 
our own, and a province that turned out 
fine men physically and intellectually. And 
aa British Columbia had just as good lish ; the 
time might oomo when British Columbia 
could run its budding politicians with the 
best of them. The Chairman also paid a 
compliment to tho ladies of whom many 
were present for the interest plainly showed 
by their presence. 

Hon. Sir Charles H. Tupper said: 
Colonel Prior, and ladies and gentle- 
men : Before asking you to indulge me 
with your patience while I endeavor to dis- 
cuss some of the public questions that have 
been presented to you from this platform, I 
desire, if you will pardon me, to thank you 
one and all of the good oitizena of the pro- 
vince of Britiah Columbia, and particularly 
of the city of Victoria, for tho kindly and 
cordial welcome that haa been extended to 
me on thia my firat visit to your province. I 
refer to that not because of any claim of my 
own merit or recognition at your bunds, bub 
I simply mention lb as one of the many. 
Whether they come from the East of this 
Canadian Dominion, whether they oome 
from any quarter of our land, or indeed whe- 
ther they come from any part of the Queen's 
dominiona, ib baa been the universal experi- 
ence. And the only welcome that I know 
that can approaoh or be compared in oor- 
diality or Warmth to that whieh I have, re- 
ceived, I venture to aay is found in a* prov- 
inco that ia in many particulars similar to 
your own, that ia my native province. Mid 
I am glad to aay the native provioee of 
many of you in this hall, and many who are 
in the province of British Colombia. The 
experience of a man traversing the British 
North American half of this great continent 
may vary with the man, but you have bad 
but one confession practically from all who 
have addressed you, and I need not dwell 
on that, but simply say that I with all tho 
others have boon filled with wonder, sur- 
prise and admiration. And I do believo 
that it ia not merely for the benefit of the 
individual that a journey across this con- 
tinent and to this city should bo taken, bub 
I believe that by a journey of that kind, 
and an experionoo such as mine has been, a 
man may feel aa ho never before felt in thia 
country, that he is a citizan of no meon 
country. (Applause.) And riding throuch 
thia province, ccrresponding as it does in so 
many particulars with that province on tho 
Atlaniic, it not only receives the admira- 
tion of visitors but is beooming every day 
more and better known throughout tho 
civilizod world. 

Now, ladles and gentlemen, somo peopla 
say that we are on the eve of a general elec- 
tion. And somo people think that poll- 
tioiaca such as I, or those better, or thoSB 
worse, are most anxious to make their beat) 
bow before you and aay their talc aa well aa 
they poasibly can. I may to some extent 
not havo tho entire confidenco of thia meet- 
ing. But if you will allow mo to make a 
simple and childlike cunfesalon, I wilt 
begm my remarks to-night by telling yon 
that I do not know when a general 
lootiott ia to take place ; thab I ' have 
never heard the .question 4i*ou<aed in tha 
cabinet of the Dominion at Ottawa ; but - 
that I have heard from thoae who oppoae 
tlie government of the day at Ottawa, thoae 
who do not at present advise the Governor- 
(ioneral on thoso queHtiona, that an election 
is to take place, that the time la fixed, and 
that though tho day ia not certain the 
month is to be February next. I, iiowevor, 
am absolutely in tho dark upon that point. 
Hut whether tho election come in February 
or whether it come two years from thia date, 
later or sooner, you will not find an intelli- 
gent man who has travelled across thia con- 
tinent who will toll you that tho Liberal- 
ConservativeH nn tho Atlantic ore in tha 
slightest degree disturbed as to when thai 
day shall bo. (Applause ) I came to thia 
province not wilh any idea that I can mako 
a vote ; I hope that I can leave thia prov- 
ince without having lost a veto thab 
would otherwise be given to tho 
Libsral-Conaervatlves. I camo to thia 
province at this season of the year because I 
believed ib to be my duly to come. And I 
havo been more than gratified by tho wel- 
come to which I havo allijdod. And I have 
also had tho great pleasure of receiving aa- 
aistanco at every hand in regard to the ques- 
tions which, for somo time, at any rate, no 
matter what your politios may bo, must be 
settled and muat bo adjusted by tho govern*' 
ment of the day. And It would bo a sorry 
time for the Conservative party, and if you 
will allow me to aay so, a aorry time for tho 
province of British Columbia and the spirit 
of Britiih fair play in tbla part of Her Majes. 
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ty'B domain, if the;;o veromenfe that isnow led 
by Sir John Tbonipaon oould not obtain In 
any part of Canada at loaat a roapeutful 
hearing. I enter upon the disouasioa to- 
night with certain foara on some points, but 
no fear whatever on another, I enter upon 
the diaousaion of quoationa that intereat 
you, and with the aolution of whioh the 
government of the day of whioh I am a 
member la charged, with the foar *^^hat I 
shall not preaout them properly, or that I 
cannot do adequate juatice to them, or to 
you ; but I have at the present moment not 
the alightoBt degree of fear that I will not re- 
ceive at your hunda the Bume oourteay that 
haa been ahown to me ut every repreaeuta- 
tive gothering that I have already met in the 
city of Viotocia, and that I will receive at 
your handa that attention and indulgence 
that IB extended to men oooupying my po- 
BitioD, in any part of the Dominion of Cin- 
ada. 

Mr. Laurier was reooived with open arma in 
thia city. I am glud of it. It waa duo to 
him ; 4t waa due to the poaition that he 
bolda. He haa charms of many kinds, and 
he bolda a poaition that at all times should 
win for him at the loaat courtesy and kindly 
treatment. And I believe that it is only 
right he should be treated well in that 
poeitioo ; for when you aeo him again I 
firmly believe he will be holding it atill. 
(Applause. ) I take it that Mr. Laurier 
should be forgiven much ; I think that aym- 
patby might well be extended to him. Hia 
road has been heavy, hia political career 
oheokered, and I think that, after all ia aaid 
and done, oonsidering that when at 
the laBb general eleotion he waa 
advooatisg a polisy apparently sanguine 
of Ita aaoaeas, and apparently firmly 
convinced that it was the one policy for the 
happiness and the well being of every man in 
Canada, and considering that, when he saw 
you, after that general eleotion, he had not 
one word to aay abont that polloy, that he 
was entitled to your sympathy as well as 
your indulgenae. What did yon hear from 
Mr. Laurier from this platform 7 What did 
any man at any of the eighteen meetings 
that he addressed in the provlnoe of Mani- 
toba and the Northwest Territories and in 
thia province hear ? Whatever they heard, 
I aay to-night that no reporter ever noted 
that ho had one word to aay, good, bad or 
indifferent, for the policy upon' whioh all 
your fortunea hung in the balance at the 
last general election — the policy of contin- 
ental free trade. Did he tell you 
anything of the policy of unrestricted 
reoiprocitv ? Did ho tell you that under 
that policy and that policy alone 
could you hope for a development of your 
fiahories, of your wealth in miuorala, of your 
agricultural roaources '.' Did he tell you 
that by tbo policy of unroatriotod reciprocity 
every horse would have §10 more in value 
put upon him ; that the lands in our coun- 
try, far and near, would jump at once until 
the value was increased by $50 an acre ? 
Ho told you not a syllable of that ; and yet 
those words are still ringing in my ears. I 
heard thorn session after session ; I heard 
them from the atump; I hoard ail thoio 
promises at the laat general election in the 
Kist. And to hia credit, and to your credit, 
ladies and gentlemen of this part of Canada, 
he never repeated one single argument of 
that aharacter whioh he put before the peo- 
ple at the last general eleotion. 

But they are on the eve of a great trial. 
It Is true they have pat away on the shelf 
those polioies and promises of old timea, 
and they have endeavored to dazzle your 
eyes and my eyes with something entirely 
new, and it has at least the charm of 
novelty. ^)he policy, I understand, in 
this city has been disoasaed recently ; and 
aa a Conservative yon will pardon me tor 
having been amused to find that after that 
olaquont chariner has visited yon and left 
you, his faithfal followers here in oonolave 
assembled only a night or two ago were dia- 
oasaing and endeavoring to ascertain what 
it really meant. (Applause. Voices: No) 
Some one says No. Mora than one says No 
to-night ; and I wish to God that No was 
correct. I wish we could meet in 
the open a policy aa clear cut and 
defined aa the policy that baa bnon 
supported by the people of thia country 
ainoe 1878. (Applauac.) Good or bad, that 
policy had been hanging there, ao that any- 
one who runa may road. But can any man 
aorioualy tell you that there ia an element of 
definitenoas or that there is anything plain 
in connection with a policy that ia defined 
in one breath to be a policy of free trade ; 
that in another breath ia a policy of free 
trade as near aa may bo ; in another breath, 
a policy of freer trade ; in another breath, 
free trade aa they have it in England, and 
then with a conclusion that though that is 
the policy it ia only an ideal ; that after the 
next general election, as Mr. Laurier told 
you from the platform, he oould not promise 
you tree trade, but that be would keep it as 
the goal? (Hear, hear.) When is it to be 
reached ? Can anyone here tell mo ? I have 
come thousands of miles, and if I can find 
that aecret and have it revealed to me in 
the city of Victoria then I will not have 
oomo this distance in vain. No man on the 
Atlantic coast can read that riddle. No 
man in any city in the Eastern Provinoes 
is yeb able to t^l me what the tariff is to 
be if the Liberals triumph at the next elec- 
tion. And, with all respect I say it, there 
is no man in this hall— there is no man in 
this olty — that can rise up and tell me what 
the tariff ia to bo if Mr. Laurier wins the 
most oomploto triumph at the next general 
election. (Appliuiao.) What doea tarifT 
for revenue only moan '! I can fancy aomo 

man tolling me (A voice : No buodlo ) 

Now, are we going to diaouea trade or boodle '! 
I can diacuas both, and I have aonio- 
thing to siy about both (applause) ; but 
lot ua stick to the aubject. Don't try to 
evade ; if you want to interrupt mo give mo 
an intelligent interruption, give no a 
straight anawor. When I ank you what 
tariff for revenue only is, for the credit of 
the city give me some other anawor than it 
means " no boodle." Make something 
plainer than that. I am not here to advo- 
cate every section of the tarifr as it atanda ; 
I am here, us every member of tbo cabinet 
to whioh I belong standa, in any part of 
Canada, ready to defend it in the whole, to 
juatlfy at any cost the principle that under- 
lies it ; bub anxious always to improve it, 
as parliament has been improving it, accord- 
ing to the changing of times and changing 
of ciroumatanoes. But it has some 
merit, ludiua tnd gentlemen. Still 1 leave 
the whole oonaideration, as I muat leave it, 
in your handa when my voice atcpa. 
From 1878 until now you have always 
known what the policy of the Liberal- 
Centervatives was oa to the tariff, and 
be it good or bad, a* free men, be you 
Liberals or Conservatives,- you ouffht to 
know defioitiily and' exaotly what will be 
the policy that is to take ita place, Our 
friends beat about the bush ; you ask, and 
tihey will tell yon, *< That is all very well ; 
bat it la unfair to ask us In the opposition to 
define the direot policy." 

Unfair? What ia there unfair about it? 
L'pon tho aoiioitatlon of business man are 
they ufraid to define their policy on tho 
quoation of prohibition '! Are they afraid to 
define their policy on tho question of school 
laws ? Are they afraid to define their policy 
on tbo question of subaidios to railways ? 
Aro thoy afraid to doUno their policy nn ihn 
question of sutsidios to atoamahip lines ? 
Are they afraid to discuss thoir policy nu 
navigation and the feaaibilily of the, naviga- 



tion of one of the grandest rivers on the face 
of the globe — though it happens to be in 
our own country ? Are they afraid to give 
their opinion-on the hundred and one ques- 
tions that meet the speaker and must be de- 
cided every aeaaion ? You know as well as 
I do that on all tboae other queations they 
have taken their stand, right or wrong ; and 
on this question of trade they have had op- 
portunity after opportunity, as reforms 
have been proposed, as changes have been 
suggested, to define exaotly and in terms, 
what the lines will ba that they will go upon 
But while our friends are anxious to fiati, to 
angle for the votes of tho free traders who 
come to settle in onr midst from the free 
trade nation, from the mother land, while 
they are anxious aa politicians to draw all 
those fish to their nets, they find others hero 
whoae experieiioo in this country baa made 
them opposed to frno trade, and thoy must 
reckon with them also. And what do you 
find huppona on tho eve of every general 
olooliun? I give you my oxporionca ; you 
have your own; oomparo it, if you pleaao. 

I went into parliament in 188'2. I have 
been there since, and I have boon engaged 
in several general eieotiona. I have hoard 
loud-mouthed and ranting free traderain the 
house of parliament. I have met them in 
different parte of the country. But I tell 
you that the voice of tho froo 
trader ia low juat aa the time 
cornea when he has to ask for the vote 
of tho paople of this country and anawor tho 
queation, " Are you in favor of protootion to 
native induatriea or are you not 1" Go back 
to tho days of Blake if you like ; road hia 
addroBB in 1882 ; read hia speech at Mal- 
fiern ; read hia apoeoh in the face of the 
manofioturera of Montreal : and if you oan 
find any proapeot of free trade in tboae ut- 
teranoes you will gnd what no other man 
has ever found. But you will find this 
confesalon on meeting the manufao- 
turera. After telling them tbat owing to the 
vile government and the extravaganoe of 
the Tories, so large a sum of money baa to 
bo obtained from these people every year 
that free trade is impossible; that $3G. 000,- 
000, aa he put it at Malvern— let it be $SU,- 
000.000 or §38,000,000 now— it Is no better 
in that respect— had to be raised by hook or 
by crook to carry on the affairs of the Dom- 
inion of Canada every year ; and that as 
as tbat was ao— the nocesaitles of revenue 
being such — free trade in this country was 
impoasible, and the manufacturers bad 
therefore nothing to fear. Would the 
manufacturers have nothing to fear, think 
you, if they could believe that these argu- 
ments that are. put before you in elccjuent 
terms, in maguificent terms, were fnuudod 
upon any sorioua dotormination ? 15ut wo 
will come a littlo later on to that. I merely 
call your attention to this fact, that aa an 
election cornea about at the various periods 
you have the ante-mortem deposition of 
the Liberal party, so to speak, that 
" they didn't know it was loaded," 
that " they didn't moan what they 
stated as to free trade, and that 
the votes of the electors could be got irre- 
spective of that consideration. "Wo have 
had all that since 1878; you know that aa 
well aa I do. But atill Mr. Laurier, I 
know, honeatly believoa that the victory ia 
nearer than over — and wo know it must be 
nearer than ever — it oould not be farther 
away. I never knew a day when the Lib- 
eral party went into a fight so utterly desti- 
tute of material and resources as at the pre- 
sent. He may be very confident ; but I 
make tho prediction that the result will be 
very similar to the experience of one of our 
city awells, who when he took a tour into 
the country and bad heard of the far-famud 
ferocity of the little Jersey bull and was 
curious to ascertain what that ferocity 
amounted to, started off, and when 
he came to thn field where tbo bull 
was, aaid : " la thia the little 
bull whioh everyone ia so afraid of 1" They 
said " That ia the little bull ;" and he said, 
" It is a very small beaat ; do you mind my 
going over to him to take a look at him ?" 
■'0, certainly not." "I would like to 
throw that little bull into the next field "; 
and the farmer said he had not the slightest 
objection to his tackling the little bull. So 
he went into the yard and took the bull by 
the horns, and the result was that after 
forty-eight hours, when he was roturniug 
to conaoiooanesa, he opened his oyea and 
aaid, "How far did I throw that bull?" 
(Great laughter and applause.) I think 
after tho general election Mr. Laurier will 
be asking how far he threw that bull. 
(Laughter.) 

If there ia anything the Britiaher likes, or 
a man born under the flag, it is fair play. 

Now then, a gentleman in this audience 
suggested something about boodle. And it 
ia an offensive term, I auppoae. At any rate 
he haa hoard one side ; lot mo give him for a 
few moments the other aide. Mr. Laurier 
in this city and elsewhere on that tour, 
where ho made eighty speeches, as I under- 
stand, descended into this line of argument, 
Now, I may be misinformed, I have It only 
second-hand of course — that after ingratiat- 
ing himself with allthe audiences— (A voice: 
Give us your polloy.) My dear sir, my 
policy ia written on the wall, (Applause.) 
I o»ttnot convince any Britivhcr that m> 
policy is bettor than it is. At thia lato day 
I stand only by it. Bub I am going to 
have some fun, If you will al- 
low mo, with your policy. (Applause.) 
Now, that is what I om informed of tho 
modus operandi ; and I may bo wrong. But 
after ingratiating himself in hia most win- 
ning and charming manner, with nil thn 
audiences, Mr. Laurier after getting a sort of 
reputation of being u very fair-niindoil man 
struck tlio very foulest blow, straight be 
low tho bolt, as 1 think, into tho honor and 
charaotor of hia opponents, who wore thou- 
sanda of miloi away from lilm. I 
would ho glad to know that it wau 
not so ; but after I gob through roferriug to 
aomo of hia reforenoea 1 fancy no man will 
say that chargo of Mr. l^aurior did not 
affect tho honor of every man in tho Domin- 
ion cabinet. And I am claiming at tho 
handa of thia audiouco— ua I would at tho 
handa of any audiono i of my follow-country- 
mon — that thoy ahould hear two aidce of ino 
queation before they form their conclusions. 
(Applauao ) Now thou, time will not per- 
mit mo to go into overy aubjocc of boodlo, of 
scandal, of slander — slander, that fouloat 
whelp of sin — this evening But the dissec- 
tion of one of his charges I will ask you to 
make now, I will nak you to form conclu- 
sions, not from bis charges but from the 
facta that go oither to support or to refute 
them. 

Now, Mr. Laurier could not have made a 
more serious charge than he mode oo this 

glatform or in this city, It affected the 
eikor o{ every member of the cabinet at 
Ottawa. It Affected your' dearest rights. 
And I aay, aa a Canadian, that if there was 
a word of truth in one of his ohargcs to 
which I am going to refer, you would not be 
mon— you not be worthy of your citizon- 
ahlp, you would not be worth living— if you 
(lid not rieu up on maeso and ao one man 
hurl that government, Liberal or Conserva- 
tive, from power. Thero could not bo a 
worse ecandal auggoatod than the nn» lo 
whioh I rofor. VVliat was it? Ho clmrgid 
that for political roaaona tho Minister of 
Juatioo, the Attornoy-Uonoral cf Canada, 
had reoommendcd to His lOxoellonoy tl'o ro- 
loueu of two priaonera from gaol. And I aay 
that tho man that will do tb-.t;, the man 
that for political roaaona will give liberty 
where liberty ahould not be given to con- 



viota, is a man who would not stop at any 
other infringement of the rights of oltizena, 
or at the release of other prisoners, or undue 
incarceration of other prisoners. There 
oould not be a fouler blot on jnatics than 
what was contained in the charge that 
MoGreevy and Connolly were granted their 
releaae from jail for political reaaons on the 
reoommondation of the Attorney-General 
and the Prime Minister of thia country. 
And I aay that if thia charge were made 
in li^ngland ogainat a minister it would 
not bo first heard from o publio platform or 
the stump ; but you would hoar of it 
in sentoucea from tho mouths of 
loadora of publio opinion in par- 
liament, that on a certain day 
important atate document were to be laid on 
tho table bt tho house and a aorious debate 
was to bo ohallenged, where tho uiiniators 
would be put upon their defence, and on 
that debate would hang tho fate, as it should 
do, of any government. I exaggerate this 
in no way. It was held up to you us pnmo- 
thing to consider before you oaat your votes 
at the next general election. Now, I am here 
to prove and establish that a meaner or more 
cowardly calumny nevor fell from tho lips 
of man, whether he was ailver-tonguod or 
whether he was baaer-tongued. 1 am about 
to put you in a plea of " nob guilty " to that 
high crime and misdemounor. (Applauao.) 
I am hero to tell you that down to this day. 
while those priaonera —these convicts— wore 
released, no man in parliament ever uskod 
to eco tho papers ; no man in parliament 
over challenged debate by formal resolution. 
But it waa left to the loader of a great par- 
ty to travel thousands of miles from hia cp. 
poncnta and utter aianders behind their 
bucks in order to walk over their ruined 
reputationa — their slandered characters — to 
placo and power. 

What are the facts ? I will give you tho 
facts. The facts are these : McGroovyand 
Connolly were prosecuted. The opponents 
of the government who were unfair said : 
" This prosecution will be a farce ; the pro- 
aocution cannot go on because the govern- 
ment know that MoQreovy holds in bis pos- 
oession secrets that would shake the gov- 
ernment to the very base. The prosecution 
will be a farce and end in nothing." AYhat 
followed ? The ablest counsel In. the Lib- 
eral party in the province of Ontario was 
retained by Sir Juhn'Thompson ; the whole 
of the case for the crown was put into his 
hands without his being in the elighleat de- 
gree influenced by any oonaiderationa. He 
was instructed to prosecute these prisoners 
charged with the crime that thoy were 
charged with at tho liauds of tho Premier, 
to tho very utmost ; and yet Mr. Laurier 
aaid in this city that if it had not been 
that the prosecution waa under tho 
charge of Sir Oliver Mowat there 
would have been no conviction. 
Compare thia with what he said at Ottawa 
when askod for un explanation of these al- 
legations. He Buid then that Sir Oliver 
Mowat secured tho conviction, and Sir 
Oliver Mowat knows that ho never was con- 
sulted in connection with the case, and he 
novor dreamed of it or interfered with it in 
the slightest degree, except that he retained 
Mr. Kerr, a respectable and eminent counsel, 
to assist Mr. Osier ; and Mr. Osier was also 
authorized to use tho name of tho Attorney 
General in the prosecution. Bub tho oflicBra 
of the Dominion inaugurated the thing ; tho 
chief of police of tbo Dominion government 
was the active man, under the inatruitioua of 
the Dominion counsel, that brought into 
court evidence of the men that had tried to 
run to Chicago in one case and Buffalo in 
another ; but by tboae meaha they were 
brought baok, and evidence was given lead- 
ing to their conviction, and they were aen- 
tenccd by the court to be confined Fn 'giipl 
for a term of years, ' ' ' 

Tho facts in connection with the relesin.of 
these prisoners by Sir John Thompson were 
Buch that had they been presented to the 
Home Secretary of Great Britain he would 
have carried out the same course, If Sir 
John Thompson had valued his political 
standing or political exigencies mora than 
hia personal honor or tho honor of his gov- 
ernment, he might have been prompted to 
advise hia governmonb nob to releaao bhese 
men, (Applause.) Bub the Conservabive 
party was strong enough to do ri(;ht. 
(Choers.) Sir John Thompson recom- 
mended juab tho course that precedence lias 
eatablishod, which waa tbo release of these 
men. (Laughter.) Some one laughs. 
Lab me read tho certificates upon which the 
releaao of thcao men waa made. In Ottawa 
aa in other places thero is a jail physician 
whose duty it ia to advise upon tho health 
of prisoners. Tho physicians in tho prison 
in which these men were rinfinod wore C. 
R. Church, GEO of tho oldest physicians in 
tho city of Ottawa, and another doctor, a 
leading man in his profesalcn. Dr. Wright 
This Is their certificate upon whioh the re- 
lease was mode : 

" To His Excellency the Governor-Gen- 
errl :— The Queen versus Thomaa MoGreevy 
and Nioholaa E. Connolly — The underalgn- 
ed haa the honor to call attention to tho cer- 
tificates of Dr. C. R. Church, F.H C S , 
attending physician to tho Carloton County 
jail, with rpgard to tho condition 
of health of the priaonera above 
nauiod. Dr. Church stated undor date 
January the ."ird : During llio paatfivo or 
six wooks, in my capajity aa jail surgeon, 
Thomas Mc(!re«vy and Nioliolaa K. Con- 
nolly have boon undor my professional caro 
aa inmates of Lho common jiU of tho county 
of Curleton ; each priooucr is in a most niie- 
orable condifon of health." (Laughter.) 

Sir Charles Tupper— That waa funny pur- 
haps to you ; ib was not funny lo cither 
Connolly or McGreevy. The next aonteuco 
iH i)erhapa more humoroua atill. 

" (' inuully is suffering from kiduoy 
irouljloof an aggravated form; both Mo- 
Creovy and Connolly suffer from Insomnia, 
while MuUreevy is suffering from inflimun- 
tion of the middle oar. I consider that 
further confinenient in each case would be 
placing life in jeopardy, and that their 
roloaso from impriaonmont is the only moans 
of ftvorling disaster." (Laughter ) 

Sir Cliarlos Tupper— I am glad that tho 
olimata out here enables such men to laugh 
at such forms of disease. 

" On February 23rd Dr. Church wrote to 
tho undersigned as follows : 

" In former cciiiriiuoioation I called 
your attention to tho grave condition 
health in tho caana of Messrs. MoGreevy 
and Connolly, confined in tho common jail of 
tho county of Carloton, and advised thoir 
roloaso from imprisonment as the only 
means of iiruolivo roatoration of their 
health." (Laughter.) 

Sir Charloa I'uppor— All thia pain had 
lasted for a month. Now I think there 
should bo increased loughtor. 

" Thoir condition has nob improved, but 
in spito of medical care haa in ouch inatanoo 
become more unaatiafaotory. I would strongly 
urge their immodiate release. Under these 
circutnotaucoH tho undetalgnod respcolfully 
reoommencia that tho priaonera bo reloasod, 
"(.Sil,) John S. D. Tiikomi-.son. 

" Minister of Juitico." 

" In view of tho above medical report 
whioh has been aubacquontly corroborated by 
Dr. Wright, I approve,) 

"(Sd.) Al)RIM)Kt!,V." 

"Ottawa, Fob. 28, 18!)1, 
" Tu tin: Hoiiorati/c Ihn Minis/crofjiiitice. 

"Silt, — I examined Mesara. MoGreevy 
and Connolly to-day in tho oommon jail of 
the county of Carleton, and am prepared to 



corroborate the statements of Dr, Church, 
the jail pbysiqian, aa to their faljing,bea^th, 
and wotud reaqinmend their apeedy releMe. 
" I have the honor to be, 

" Your obedient servant, 
" (Signed) Henry P. Wiikikt, M.D," 

This matter may be fun to you, but in 
another oaae It would have been death to 
others. Under those circumstances it bo- 
came the duty of the Minister of Justice of 
the day to do as Sir John Thomson did, I 
say that no man ever hoard Mr. Laurier 
say hero or anywhere else, or in tho news- 
papers, when charging the government of 
Canada with derliotion of duly in thia mat- 
ter, that those were the facta upon which 
thia release took place. (Appluuso and 
laughter.) Soino men appear to ihink that 
those certificates are fiimsy. Why were 
they not challenged ? If that bo so what do 
they think of their cnampioriB of L'beralism 
for nob having these popera challenged ? 

Voice— Has there been a aeaaion since ? 

Sir Charles Tupper — Thoro has been 
session ainco and Mr. MoMuUon was tho 
only man who raised any queabion. Ho got 
such u drubbing that he nob only held hia 
tongue, bub no others seemed at ail anxious 
to get into the same poeibion. In connection 
with tho hilarity of some people I may bo 
pormibted to refer to a high judicial oiliocr 
who was known as tho hanging judgo of 
Ireland. He was only known to weep onoe, 
and that was once in witnessing " The 
Beggar's Opera," where » reprieve arrived in 
time. (Laughter and cheers,) 

Now, then, I have told you tbat tbo 
charge has been made**wIthottt foundation. 
Lot us see what Mr. Linrier haa aaid. At 
lirnndon ho said, " these men were roleuBtd 
that their healths might not be impaired." 
At Winnipeg ho aairi that " It was becauao 
their health was Buffering ! " Is there any 
man hero who will aay that those certificatua 
aupport any such theory ? (Choora.) Now, 
then, ladice and gentlemen, lot ua consider 
the Liberal leaders. They havo told ua 
many times that the trade issues of the 
country are so predominant that they have 
no time to discuss acandals. We muat pro- 
cued tu the great queations of the 
day. Now I tako it that since these gentle- 
men have taken to tho discusaioo of acan- 
dals, wo muat assume that their trade policy 
is a littlo weak. (Cries of hoar, hoar, and 
laughter ) 

Voice — What tiliiut tho post office ? 

Sir Charloa Tupper — We will como to 
that later on. Th -i gon'.lomon chargo that 
the policy of pruttuilon ia a policy of cor- 
ruption ; that a policy of protection bretda 
corruption. (A voicii : " Hoar, hear.") A 
friend bore believea it. (Laughter.) Evi- 
dently Mr. I.aurier'a visit was a capi- 
tal idea. Ho has induced one man 
to boliovo tUat. (Cheers and laughter.) 
Let ua see whether protection broods 
corruption, or whether without proteotion 
you will be without corruption. Ladies 
and gentlemen, we have hod sore experi- 
enoea of Mr. Laurier and his friends. I^ob 
us aoe bhe result of Hon. Mr, Mackenzie's 
boab, bhab wibhoub protection you are with- 
out corruption. He was supposed to be car- 
rying out free trade between the years 1874 
and 1878. Here.is what he had to aay to his 
followers ; 

" I would like to bo relieved of the publio 
works department. Friends expect to be 
benefited by oflicea they are unfitted for, 
by oontracta they are not entitled to, and by 
advancea they have not earned. I have of- 
fended ut least twenty party friends by my 
defence of tho citadel." (I.iiberal cheera.) 

This is all very well for Mr. Mackenzie, 
but what about the twenty free traders who 
kept him there defending tho citadel ? (Con- 
servative cheers and applause.) Read the 
history of the country between the 
year^ 187-1 and 1875, and tho 
man will bo bold who will aay 
that it was free from corruption. Take 
Cartwrigbt. He ia a man who can put Mr- 
Laurier in the shade in the discusaiun of 
trade questions. He ia a man who charges 
protootion as t)oing synonymous with rob- 
bery. 

A Voice-Right. 

Sir Charloa Tupper — So says Cartwrigbt. 
(Laughter.) But Sir Richard Cartwrigbt 
made a little confession once as to tho man- 
ner of man ho had been. " I bought up," 
ho said, " a large number of men once, and 
spent a large sum of money on them," He 
ia one of the free trade purista, (Laughter. ) 

A Voice- He ia not ; he la a tariff rt- 
former. 

Sir Charles Tupper — Well, I am glad to 
hoar what he ia, but I may say that he is 
now engaged In the county of Oxford trying 
to save himself from polltloal death, as the 
Patrons are bard after him, and he swears 
by all that Is holy and true, that be ia a 
free trader out and out, (Renewed laugh- 
ter.) 

Now, I would like to hear what Mr. 
Laurier is? Thoro is a significant dumb- 
ness upon that point. (Choora.) Doubtless 
we shall bo right in saying that they are not 
protoctiouists. Mr. Laurier addressed the 
faithful in Quebec in 1877, when he aaid : 

" I would have you mainly rely upon 
the justice of your cause, yet I have learned 
by experience tbat w^ must not forget those 
human devices that are so essential to 
victory." (Tremendous cheering and dersive 
laughtor.) 

Vet thia gentleman will toll you that 
whcu you get ri'l of protection you get rid 
of the political criminal. I think you will 
find that the politfoal Criminals will size up 
evenly on both sides. 'Look at Hon. Mr. 
Meroier, who ruled the Province 
of Quebec. Mr. Laurier never hud a 
more faithful friend, and Mr. Laurier 
novor hud a iiioro useful friend when tho 
capturing of countit.s was concerned than 
this same Merc.inr. Ho would bo an un- 
grateful Liberal, indeed, who would refuse 
to say that tho hardoat man to moot waa 
thia samu Honoro Morcier. 

A Voice — He is dead now. 

Sir Charles Tupper— And politically some 
other members will boduadaoon. Ikiiowlani 
hitting » llfJo hard now for soine people, 
but I think thoy can stand it. Honoro 
Mercior kept as far away as ho could from 
proteotion. You would expect therefore 
pure government. (Laughter.) 

A Voice — Ho is dead. 

Sir Churlea Tuppor — I hear a gentleman 
say ho ia dead. Well, I will give him the 
viewa of tho Toronto Olobo, tho leading 
Liberal journal of C.knada. You cannot re- 
write hiatory, whether a man bo living or 
dead. This is the record of u froo trader 
who had a chance to rule or misrule In a 
provinoo of his own country. In the Globe 
of January 23, this la the verdict : 

" Respoctable French Canadians fool 
humiliated these days. The Meroier admin- 
istration ia shewn to have been oorrnpt to the 
core.. Money was filched from the pro- 
vincial treasury by 'faoores of thonsands and 
hurled Into the eleotion oampaigns to the 
demoralization of the people, or squandered 
in riotous living by the thieves,' whose po- 
sitidn as ministers, of the crown, has ren- 
dered '.th'eirVevil example all the more per- 
niolons," - - • 
■ AVhy do I give you thia point?. Booauao 
I olaini that by tbo use of such atguinonia ua 
I refer to thoy infer that according to free 
trado or protootion you havo houost or dia- 
honest, government, 

A Voice — What ia your polloy ?

London, Deo. 10.— Tho Daily Nows oor- 
reBp^dent in ConBtantinople writes: 
„Iho dcniiila of tho general story 
of the outrages in Armenia are fool- 
iih »nd mntuftlly contradictory as they 
t'B after the Bulgarian maBBuore, bub tho 
!vi'deD06 induces the opinions that they 
tinnot be compared with the latter as ro- 
„da tho numbers Itilled and villages 
Lned. In commenting on the efiforts of 
ilie Turkish offibtals to prevent the news 
from leakioR out, the oorreipondenb says : 
« Letters are beinK ratblemly opened and 
nobody dares allude to the ontaragei in 
more tbun general ternia. TKe; news- 
papers hero are forbidden to mention them 
eicept us they receive official oommunioa- 
tiou8. Thoy are forbidden to use the word 
"Armenian." 

The correspondent asoribes tho difficulty 
of bettorini; tho condition of the Armenians 
linco 1S7S to the fact that Eagland alono 
hjB directed the Porto's attention to the 
jbuseaof the adniinistra'ion in Asa Minor 
jnd tho ohliRationB of tho Berlin treaty. 
He finds in Cunulatitinoplu tho belief that 
Hoglaud is in sympathy with the 
Armeulan revolutionary movement. Af- 
fjirn in Armenia havo grown WOMe, 
lie Btiys, siuoo the system o{ appointing looai 
jovernors was abandoned. All the oflioials 
ore now appointed in Oonstantinoplo, and 
they often obtain their positions by corrupr 
intriBUO. " These men control ovtrythicg," 
coDtinuca tho disfiutcli, "and they pruveut 
the news of their coudiiot from roiichiuK tho 
SultJn, whieh U c-i^y, owing to tho absence 
of r^iiliviiya iind roada. Tho Armetiiuns are 
strongly convinoid that if tho Sultan kucv 
ill ho would redrcHO their wrongs. Moat of 
ihem incline to the same vlo'v. Tho 
Kurds luvvo bscomo more aggres- 
live in recent years. Thoy profuea to 
(vct in liccord with thu wishes of tho 
Porte, hut 1 do not htilicvo this is possiblo. 
The Kurds uru nlnioat iia aavago as Indians, 
tnd ualcsa treated as these are in the United 
States aud Canada would be incapable of 
nnderstanding that their action was not ap- 
proved. While tho Armenian oommittoen 
io foreign countriea usually have worked 
legally) It is also beyond doubt Sthat there 
bare been agents in Armenia forming secret 
looietles and fomenting revolution. Theso 
and their followers are ready to resort to 
violenoe. I have convened with trusty Euro- 
peans and Armeniane who have mentioned 
cases of this kind within their own knowl- 
.edge, vet the great majority of the Armen- 
ians are qniet and obedient snhj^ctB. The 
problem how to remedy the abuses is a diffi- 
cult one to solve. Tho autonomy of Arm- 
enia is out of the question, inasmuch as 
throughout the country the Chriatiana of all 
Bcoto do not exceed ono-half of 
tho population. There is polhing to 
indic:ito that Russia doairca territory 
in this direction, but tho constant appeal 
of the autrcrora to tho large refupoe popula- 
tion from RuRsia oausea trouble which does 
not suit tho latter. The improved Anglo- 
F.usflian rolationa havo inspired the law- 
abiding Armoninna with tho hope that if 
Koglind and Russia can Rgroo on joint, 
representations and indicate the means to 
remedy the contiol of the local government, 
they will havo a fair chance of being 
heard." 

The Armenian sccioty here has received 
letters from Conatantloople alleging that 
tho Porte ia coerciug the Armenian patri- 
oroha to make statements damaging to the 
Armenian cause. Tho Armenians arrested 
In (' mstantinople aro said to be under 
Binular pressure. Tho society's oorrespoud- 
ent urges the neoeaaity thai tho Turkiah 
prisons whero tho political euspeots aro 
kept immediately be placed under the con- 
trol of some foreign consul, to guarantee the 
safety of the prisoners' lives. All this has 
been commnnioated to tho Earl of Kimberly, 
seoratary of the foreign offioe. 

VlKSHA, Deo. 10. — The Armenians of 
Vams, who sent deputations to the consuls 
of the powers to intercede for the sofferers 
in Armenia, have resolved to approach the 
Czir to implore his aid. 

FEAKFUL CHINESE. 

They Dread a .liiiiancBe LiindlnK and March 
on Wei Hill Wcl. 

London, Dec. 10.-— A dispatch from Choo 
Foo to the Central Newa says tho Chinese 
are fearful that a landing of Japaneao will 
be made near that place, whence they will 
march on Wel-Hai-Wei. Men and guna 
are being hurried to Wei-Hai-Wei with all 
poasihie expedition. Tho foreigners there, 
although Bccurc ia the protection of a atrong 
naval force, are forming a voluuloer force to 
farther protect thcmaolvea against the dis- 
bjinded and deserting aoldiorp, whose nuni- 
bora aro largely increaairg. lloporta from 
Pekin eay that a very strong anti-foreign 
foelirg pri'v.iiln there. Tho Japs are trying 
to II 'It U'l. tliineso wan-hips ("hao Vuong 
and Vanu Wei. which were beuciicd and 
burned in the Yalu tight. A dii-p itcli from 
Chemulpo says there are only a hundred 
.Jipanese iit Seoul- Five hundred Toug 
Haka are gathering in the provinoa of Loan 
Hal, a province hlthertp free from rebels. 
TbeJipaneso havo dispposed with the ser- 
vices of the ex regent of Korea.

L;diea and gentlemen, before asking for. 
farther indulgence, let me give a word or 
two in referenoB to the policy of the govern- 
ment Natlonitl Folioy which has kept 
the Conservative party lii pother for sixteen 
years, has enabled that government to aao- 
cesslully ukrry out that groat entetpriso 
which tho opponents of tho govt romont said 
could not bi done in the ti at place, or if 
dons would tako tho whole resources 
of tho I'riiiah E.iipire, Tbo Lib- 
er'\l leaders an-id that tho o.-oatruc- 
tion of tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
would luin Canada ; that itj would briug 
national bankruptcy and national ruin.

the Dominion, and on the seua ao well, and 
these are all charges upon the ravt nue, In 
addition to the one charge that was ilielt 
to bring us to ruin. It is, therefore, fair for 
me to say that the naliocal policy has given 
to the government of this country greater 
powers and gteater strength than its oppon. 
euts predicted. In the first place it was to 
bring no teveoue. It was to be a trammel 
OD oommeroe. Has your commsrcedwiDd led? 
We were to be mined by the National 
Policy sixteen years ago. It ia a proud 
position to defend that policy to day. 
Need I apply to statisticj, to the exper. 
ier.ce of individuals ! No ; but to the re- 
cords of that policy ; to tho Conservative 
parly which has been strongthoned in ovory 
part" of Canada. I will go to the money 
markets of thu world ; I will go to the hot 
hod cf free trade, to ttio heart of the BritiBh 
Empire and to tho meu of tho best buBinees 
experience that tho world has seen. What 
Is tho answer? That the policy has been 
such that our credit is now to be oomparod 
with the credit of the strongest nations of 
tho world. (Cheers ) 

We havo asked the governments of Aua. 
trail* to Bond their ropreaentativo men into 
our midat. Wo have nblied tlio colonies of 
South Afiica to oond their repreat ntativo 
men, and tho mother country has sent Lord 
Jersey, to a trado conference held in tho 
OApital of this young country. And 
it must have been a matter of prido to every 
true Canadian to hear tho opiniona of thia 
man (Lord Jersey) in reference to tho prog, 
ress of thia young country. Y'ou have but 
to refer to the blue-book to see It : that the 
manner in which this country was governed, 
over ainco 18C7, if you like, has boen 
wise and that expendilurca havo been 
judiciously made. 

The Minister finished his elrquent and 
telling speech by referring to trade atati-tici 
showing that though the amount of revenue 
raised from various sources in Canada in 
1894 5 was greater than in 1874 by some

LAST NIGHT'S MhHUTlNO. 

We were RUd to eao the mttgaiflcent aud- 
ionoa th»t filled the Victoria theatre 
lait night, to hear what the Minister of 
Marine and FiaherisB had to say in defence 
of the policy of the Djmlnion Government. 
We are quite sure that no one, 
except those who attended the meet- 
InR with the hope of diflooncertiiiR 
tho speaker, was diaappointed. 9ir Charles 
Hibbert Tapper's exposition of the Govern- 
ment's policy was moat effective, and his ex- 
posure of the weakness and indefiniteness 
of the utteranoeo of the Leader of the Oppo- 
sition and hia lieutenants must havo oon- 
vinoed all the oppoaenta of tho Government 
that were open to conviction that there 
1( notbioi; in the policy of the Lib- 
erals on whioh a sensible man of tlie 
slightest dlscarnment can plaoe the least re- 
liance. Sir CharlBB H. showed moat clearly 
that the position occupied by the Liberals 
is not tenable, and he also showed that the 
policy of the Go iTornment had for the last 
sixteen years kept the Dominion both pro- 
gressive and proapsroua. 

Tbe audience listened moat attentively to 
what the Minister had to say. A small op- 
position oliqao attomptod to interrupt 
and discoEcart him, but it was not 
long before they found tiiat lie was ready 
aad able to give the interrupter a Roland 
for hia Qllver. Consequently the iaterrnp- 
tlons beoame weaker and weaker as the speaker 
proceeded, until at last they were few 
and far between, Wo do not wish to con- 
vey the idea that the meeting was noisy or 
blikt it was hostile to the speaker. The 
men who intecrnpted htm oonld be ooanted 
an the fiogers of one band, and those 
who backed them np formed bat a 
very small part of the audience. The great 
majority of those of whom it was composed 
gave the Minister of Marino and Fisheries 
an attentive and a respootful hearing, and 
were evidently impressed by what they 
heard. The explanations given by the Min- 
ister to the questiona that were asked were 
full, clear and frank, and we are quite cer- 
tain were satiefaotory to the preat majority 
of those who heard them. Last night's 
meeting waa, in short, in every respect a 
luoaess. 



EXPERTS AM) EXPERTS. 

We trust that the City Council will not 
act upon the advloe of persons represented 

to them as experts without first finding; out 
by evidauoe that cincot be reasonably con- 
troverted that they are exports. There is a 
asyiag that " u ono oyed man is king among 
the blind," that applies in this matter of 
experts. A plausible maoi who has a smat- 
tering of knowledge of a subject about which 
moat people know very little, can, if he has 
a purpose to servo and is not troubled with 
icruplee, lead those who have not read or 
thought about tho matter to believe 
that he is a prodigy of skill. Nothing 
is easier than for each a man to 
lead those who imprudently place 
implicit oonfidenoo In him widely astray and 
cause them to Incur uDnoccssary expense 
before they find out his true character. One 
of thn roasona why " exports " are not very 
popular in this city is that men who were 
not experts were trusted as if they had the 
knowledge that gntdes should possess, and 
when the authorities found that they had 
boon led by them into diflioultios, they laid 
the blamo on tho experts when the fault was 
really with thomsolvoa In taking them as ex- 
perts without due enquiry. 

Another reason why experts have been dls- 
oredltsdia Viotorla ia because when the oivio 
■athoritiea had a man of skill to guide them 
In matters requiring professional knowledge, 
thoy somotimoa got it into their heads that 
thoy knew hotter how to manago tho work 
than ho did, and refused to bo guided by hie 
Instructions. When tho oonBciiuoncos of 
their foolishness and presumption became 
apparent the blame w«s sometimes laid upon 
'the shoDldera of the expert whose advice 
thoy did not follow. 

The only safe woy for either a munici- 
pality or an individual to take is to employ 
an "export" who is known to bo one in 
reality, and then to bo Rulded by him in 
aveiytbing that) relates to his profession. 
This Is thtT advioo' bhat ' wb' gsva the City 
CoonoU faekore they undertook to improve 



the city's water supply ; ^nt we were not 
liatened to. Now, after the City Council- 
lors have oomnnenoed the task they apply for 
advice to a BO-oalled expert, not so much, as it 
sooms to us, to obtain advico as to what thoy 
shall do but to get an opinion approving of 
wiiat they have done and propose to do.- , Am 
might be expected, the oonnsel they get is 
pretty much the counsel they wantisd. It 
is to be hoped that the advioo will nob oost 
the city too much. 



PEACE AFTUR WAIi, 

The Hon. Cecil Rhodes and Dr. Jameson, 
of Mitabelo fame, lately paid a visit to Eng- 
lund. Thoy were warmly wtlcomod by 
their countrymen. These men had done 
what oonld have been done nowhere except 
under British rule. They had conducted a 
war Bgainsta foreign potentate,and with very 
little uaaistanoo from tho Government had 
added a tract of country larger than many a 
kingdom to tho dominions of tho Quonn. It 
has been said that the conquest has been 
charaoterized by acts of treachery and cruel 
ty on the part of the conquerors. Bub this ac 
ousation has been inquired into be competent 
authority and has been proved to be ground 
leas. The truth eooma to bo that novor was 
there a war tnoro juatiliiblo and never were 
euch beneQcont results obtained with so 
small an eiTuaion of blood. 

A harmlesa people were freed from the 
oppression of a ruthless and capricious ty- 
rant, and a large extent of fine country rich 
in natural resources was opened up for the 
enterprise and industry of oivilizad men. 
'There can be no doabt that as long as Lo- 
bengula and his impis were permitted 
to work their cruel will on the 
inhabitants of Matabelo and Maahona- 
land misery and suflToring would 
prevail in the country and the white settlors 
would not be allowod to dovolop tho rc- 
soarces of tho territory in peace. The 
tyranny of tho Matabale chief "and his men 
waa inexpressibly cruel, and if white men 
wore to live in the country they could not 
permit it to continue. Dr. Jimeaon did a 
good work not only for the nation to which 
he belongs but tor humanity. The differ- 
oboe which the deposition of Lobongula and 
the breaking up of hia army has made in the 
condition of the native inhabitants 
ia truly wonderfol. The poor peo- 
ple can hardly believe in their own good 
fortune. They can now live without 
tho continual fear of being roblj^d and mor- 
oileaaly trea.ed by men whose sport it waa 
to, hnnb them down and torture them. 
Now every man In the country, no matter 
what his color is, can as long as ho obeys a 
few laws enacted for his own good live in 
peace and security. The London Times in 
an article on Mr. Rhodes' visit saya : 

The absolute quiet and contentment with 
whioh the natives, who only a few months 
ago were arrayed in war against the Com- 
pany, have now settled down to tho culti- 
vation of their lands, under the security of 
its defence, afford testimony to their 
appreciation of the just and generous 
provision which has been made for their 
needd. The settlement of Matabeleland, 
whatever may be tho defects which are yet 
to be fonnd open to remedy in its condi- 
tlona, represents to European and native 
alike an assertion of the doctrine that peace 
and prosperity muet go hand in hand. 

It waa to obtain thia peace that the Com- 
pany fonnd it neoessary to go to war. " No 
progress,^' says the Times, "is possible 
withonb peace. That peace in the first in- 
stance must be often introduced by an not 
of war ia a faot in the relations 
between civilizad and uncivilized peoples 
which, whiio it must be deplored, 
history forces us to recognize. It is, there 
fore, no small service to the Imsb interest of 
African development to have shown how a 
small border war, when it becomea Inevi- 
table, ought to be conducted. Dr, Jameson, 
acting as chief of the staff to the little force 
of the British Chartered Company, has 
shown howt without the employment of Im- 
perial troops, without the expenditure of 
vast sums of money and with a minimum of 
waste and loss to the native population, tho 
neceu&ry vindication of civilization and 
order may be made." 

REPRESSIVE MEASURES. 

There is evidently trouble ahead of the 
German Kmperor. He is determined to 
put down the Socialists and other extremists 
with a strong hand. The anti-revolutionary 
bill to be submitted to tho Reichstag con- 
tains the following paragraph : 

Any person who shall, in o manner cal- 
culated to endanger the public poaco, 
publicly incite diU'aront claaaeH ot tho 
population to acta of violence, ahull bu lined 
up to 131)1) marks, or bo inipriaoned for a 
period not exceeding two yoaia. Tliu aairie 
punishment will bo dealt to any one who, in 
a manner endangering the public peace, 
shall publioly attack religion, the monarohy, 
marriage, tho family or property by insult- 
ing utte.-ancoa. 

If this becomes law the effoot will moat 
likely be not to stamp out soolaliem and 
radicalism, but to oreate an agitation which 
may have the eiTeot of Increasing 
them both. It is somewhat singular 
that Continental nations should not liave 
learned to follow tho prudent policy of 
Great Britain with reapoct to tho teaching 
of doctrines auppoaed to be subversive of 
religion and good government. The ntmoat 
freedom of speech is allowed in that coun- 
try to extremists of all shades of opinion. 
Provided tho speaker refrains from inciting 
those who hoar him to violence, ho may 
preach any doctrine ho pleaaos. It has boon 
found that to prosecute men for tho utter- 
ance of mere opinions is oalonlated to make 
martyrs of them and to attract attention 
to the dootrines they promulgate. When 
no notice ia taken of the preaoherd of doo- 
trlnea generally supposed to bo dangerous, 
and tho people are left either to accept them 
or rejeot them as their rouaou and their 
conaclenoa dictate, they do nob spread faib. 
When there is full liberty of dlionislon 
there are always men who, will vigorovaly 
oppoto any \ .doctrine which . is oonsidered 
eoonomloally, sooially or. rellgtonsly un- 



sound,' and, so far at any rate, truth and 
common sense have had the best of it. 

In every parb of Her Majesty's dominions 
any man who sees fit can attack reli- 
gion, monarohy, marriage, the family or 
property, and if be' uses language that is 
nob obseene no one wiUvmake the slightest 
attempt to silence him by police interferonco 
or by vIoIbdoo. This freedom has lasted for 
some time, and wo venture to say that in 
no oivilizid country of the world have the 
teachers of dootrines detrimental to oonstl- 
tutlonal government-, to religion and to the 
existing social institutions made leaa pro- 
grens. In Germany, where thesooiallata have 
been condemned by law, they arc a power in 
tho land. In Grout Britain, where they 
have . been free to propagate their doc- 
trines - without let or hindrance, 
they have increased in nambers, it ia true, 
but no one except perhaps a few timid peo- 
ple Is in the least alarmed at their inoreaae. 
They havo not yet grown to the dimensions 
of o party. Ia the Britiahd ominiona re- 
ligion is safe. In the colonies, in which it 
receives no Government support, the people 
by their voluntary contributions maintain 
it liberally. Monarchy, notwithstanding the 
unchtcked donuuciutiona of republicani-, eo- 
cialists and anarohieta, has, «o bollevr, a 
firmer hold on Iho couvicliona and blTiiO- 
tion of the it.itish people han it 
had thirty or forty years ago. 
It is seen that British instltotioDs 
are standing the teat of time better than 
those of any other country under tho sun. 
Tho reason of this, it eooma to us, ia not only 
their cooatitutional aoundncaa, but that 
they depend for their continuation on the 
uncoerced will of the psopie. 

The attacks that are made on the institu- 
tions of Great Britain are repelled nob by 
the Government but by tho well-afleoted — 
who are the vast majority — among the peo- 
ple thenisclvoa. Nothing in tho Britiah 
constitution or in the institutions of society, 
or even in the teachings of re- 
ligion, ia too aaored to be dis- 
cussed openly and froely, yet neither 
the Ciovornmont, socioty nor religion sullirs 
from this unrestricted freedom of disousfcion. 
Tho latitude allowed in Britiah countriea to 
speakers and writers shocks many good 
people, not only in foreign countriea, but In 
Great Britain and her dependencies ; but it 
ia every year becoming clearer that thia 
absence of state interference with reapect to 
matters of opinion is not injurious to any 
cause that is really good ; but is, from a 
political point of view, the safest and most 
prudent course that could l)e pursued. 

But the Emperor of Germany is not con- 
vinced of this. He evidently believes that 
It ia bis duty to endeavor to atop the epread 
of dootrines that ho believes are injurious 
to society. The certainty, however, is that 
his attempt to regulate men's opinlona by act 
of parliament will end in disappointment If 
not in something oontiderably more serious.

The Minister of Marino and F.sherics mot 
the sealers in the Board cf Trade rooms 
yesterday afternoon on the snbjaot of their 

claims. In opening the conference, which 
waa largely attended. Sir Charlea remarked 
that the eubjoct of compensation ' had 
already been fully explained by hiro ab the 
Suurday meeting. It bad been pointed 
out that the sealers had been offarcd 
125,000 by the United States government, 
and now it was for them to aay whether 
they would accept tho oiler or refer their 
claima to a commiaaion that would ait hero 
and t.iko evidence. There was a difference 
of opinion aa to what the auni ho had men- 
tioned would cover. He would therefore 
state that the $425,000 waa ofTn'red by the 
United Statna cu settle everything np to 
Auguat, 1893, the d«te of the award, with 
tho exception of thefCoquitlam oate, which 
had arisen not out of the proseoution of the 
sealing indusliy, but on acoouat of a diffi- 
culty in conneeiion with the ouatoms lawa. 
The claims under tho modus vivendi are 
however not included in that amount. These 
latter olaims had been withdrawn by the 
British authoritiea and the responsibility for 
them Ihoreforo fell npon that govern- 
ment which undoubtedly would not shirk 
ii a responsibility. These claims seemed to 
stand on a very strong footing. The Britiah 
government had paid for the olaims of 1891 
as for atats reaaons they had wished to 
stop aealing for that year. After that, with- 
ojt asking the consent of the Dominion 
government, thny made a further agree- 
ment with the United States and it wua for 
tho losa aulferjd by tho sealers during 
that second modus that thcao olainin were 
put in. Whatever merit there wua in 
these claims nothing had been done by the 
Dominion government to affLC'j them. The 
Dominicn government could only convey 
these claima to tho Hritifh government and 
back them u|) ; but could not protend to 
colkc. them. In backing up tho claims the 
Canadian government could only do what if 
it \Tore not done would leave tho claims 
weaker. Tho government cf which he was 
a moiniier was of opinion tiiot nothing had 
happened whioh lay in tho way of ua goner- 
ouB treatment by H.M. 'a government aa waa 
given in 1891. Aa to tho claims against the 
government of tho United States 
ho would auggeat peraonally that the 
lump aum be taken, aa the appointment of 
a oommiaeion involved delay. He advised 
the immediate preparation of iho modus 
vivendi olaima in the shaptb of a 
memorial to the British government to be 
forwarded through tho Dominion govern- 
ment and recommended that the lowest 
possible figures be given and pressed upon 
a basis that tho Britiah government would 
bo likely to accept. Thia was merely his 
suggestion, and be thought it would be well 
to show a spirit of oompromiso in tho settle- 
ment. The British government ahould In 
all fairness dispose ot those claima. If the 
Dominion government bad agreed to the 
extenaion it would have been different, but 
bo refused to ba a scapegoat. The Britiah 
governmtn'i had asiumed the entire reapon- 
slbility, and if it refused to ' do justice it 
would do what it bad never done before. 

Sir Charles then made, anggestions and 
gave advioe as to the proper method of 
getting up the 'memorial. 

Mr. Kithot asked if a sealing veaael, hav- 
ing completed her catch and on her way 
home happened to beoiught in the prohibi- 
ted sea a day or two after the close aeaaon 
eeb in, she waa liable to aeizuro ? 

Sir Charlea replied certainly not. Ho 
waa very much aurprised when tho right to 
visit and search vesaela waa granted. At 
Paris Sir Charlea Kua^ell had eaid that 
Great Britain would not allow nearch. 
There was no statute or any »uthority in 
Britiah law to allow it. A sealer, supposing 
he waa not catching soals, had a right to 
croaa and reoross tho prohibited zone, with 
guns and everything olae on board. He 
knew that tho otBcers of tho cruisers had 
put a different conatruction on the rogula- 
tious. lOvery nation resijla tho right to 
SiMirch, and it wai Ihit which had caused 
tho war between (Jreut Britain and tho 
United States in 1812 

Mr. Rithot havicg gracefully tendered 
tho thanks of the meeting to Sir Charlea 
Tupper for tho interview and the interest 
which ho bad manifested, — 

Sir Charles, in reply, stated that ho re- 
gretted that political capital should have 
been made out of tho sealing troubles, and 
that it had been aaid that he and Sir John 
Thompson had (xulted ovor having secured 
a great aohiovement at Paris. He, how- 
ever, thought that unfortunate, for in 
[England, when there were dealings with 
other nations, it was not the custom to 
make politic il capital out of them. Ho waa 
sure that all over Canada, irrespective of 
parly, there was sympathy with tho aoalora. 
It was gratifying, however, to know that 
no ono had been able to pub his finger 
on ono point whioh the Dominion govern- 
ment ought to have represented and had 
filled to bring forward, or to say lh»b they 
had done what ahould not have been done, 
riio only b mat made hy himcidf and the 
[Vender waa based on tho fact that a aevere 
blow had been given lo a gigvutio monopoly 
that endeavored to have peiuuic sealing pro- 
hibited. Tho United Statea had declined to 
agree to tho roKuUtiona till tho very last ; 
tiey did not deairo to have any sealing 
V03aela allowed in the Sea ; that waa the 
reaeon he and his collenguoH had felt tri- 
umphant. It was as a Canadian that 
ho had ielt triumphant,

THE AMElilCA'S CUF- 

Prospects for a Hace With Lord Diiiiraveu's 
Chamiiloa Remarkably Brlfilit. 

Nkw York, Djc. 1H.— The America's cup 
committee, who have absolute power from 
the New Vork club to receive and aob upon 
the letter and challenge sent by Lord Dun- 
raven regarding a race next year for the 
Amorioa'a cup, held a meeting to day in the 
oliije of ex Commodore James D. Smith, in 
tiroad street, and after a consultation which 
lasted from noon until after four o'clock 
docided tbat they could not yield to all the 
paints asked by Lord Dunraven In his com- 
munication, and to prevent further delay 
thoy cabled Lord Dunraven aa follows: 

" Dcnravh.n, Londo.v ;— Can agree to no 
conditions as to holding the cup. If che 
challenger will sign a receipt for the cap as 
provided in the dead of 1887, we will aooepb 
the chaileage. We mnat adhere to the ten 
months' notice from Dec. 6, but will ad- 
vance the dates later if poaBible. Think 
beat to leave all other anaettled questions 
unci'.' yon arrira. 

SHim, (chairman) " 
Commedore Smith said there would be no 
meeting of the New York Yacht Club, as 
the Amorliia's oup oonimittoe had full power 
to act and their decision was final iu the 
matter. Tbat some important points still 
remain unaottled ia clearly shewn by tho 
oiblognim that the oommittoo sent to Lord 
Dunraven. Tho challenge as drafted hy 
{-.able looked very much as though „ match 
QOttLd easily bo made, but thq explanatory 
le t tor £t'nii by jLiora T'oonven has cast a 
'^''.^ireut light upon the subject. He takes 
exception to the remarks ot the committee 
regarding tho third clauae of hfal challenge of 
1H9'J and states plaiuly that it il hardly 
likely that a race will take place if tho cotn- 
mltteo aro unable to accept such a challenge. 
The principal point Booms to bo in regard 
to tho wording of tho third olauao of the 
chuUengo of 1S92, which rcudi aa follows ; 
" It ia understood and agreed that, thould 
tbo cup come into the custody of t.ht 15ri:iaii 
Yacht club, it shall be held aubjoot to chul- 
longo under precisely similar f.orma ah thoae 
contained iu thia challenge. I'rovidcd, al- 
ways, thiNt Euch club ahull 'Dot rcfu?u any 
cbailergo according tn tha conditions laid 
down in tho deed of 1SS7." The committee, 
in aoBwering the above, were of tho opinion 
that it was eupoilloua and in the nature of 
an addition to tho deu'd. 

Lord Dunraven did not take kindly to 
this reply, and in hia tiplanatory letter 
dwelt at length on thia clause, but the com 
mlttoa think it is almost impossible for Lord 
Dunraven to withdraw his challenge on such 
a flimsy pretexo aa the conditions under 
which the cup shall be held if it ia won. 
Tho outlook for a race waa, in the opinion 
of several rn,.n,iier8 of the committee, re 
markably bright.

FnOI.IC OI' THE QALE. 

S.iairday night'a gale ia aaid by the steam- 
boiitnu'U to hiivo been tho moat eovero which 
hiia been experienced thia year. While it 
raged tho tug Lorne with tho ehip Comber- 
mere In tow waa eighteen houra making tho 
trip from tho Cape to KBijuimalt, a dia- 
tanco which aho generally covers in half 
that time. The aeua rolled mountains 
high and the Lorno had to struggle hard to 
acoomplieh anything. Her decks were 
almoat continually buried in water, and the 
trcinondoua strain on her hawaer damaged 
to some extent the Comberniero'a bita. The 
American tug Pioneer with a barkentine in 
tow waa bound up the Straits at the same 
time, but the atorm proved too atrong for 
her and ahe waa obliged to cut 
loose her hawser and oeok shelter. 
Where the baikentine put in afterwards is 
not known, but it is believed ahe also made 
shelter safely. Tho American tug Disco"- 
ery with tho schooner Aida in tow got 
oangbt in the fray off Ten Mile Point. Her 
hawaer parted and the sohooner was driven 
baek into the Royal Beads .at a hurricane 
rata. The Diaoovery, however, afterwaida 
picked her up and proceeded to Moody ville, 
where the aobooner loads for Shanghai. At 
Neah Bay there is oonaldeiable anxfety felt 
lor the mall steamer Harry JLynn, which 
plies between there and the Sound. It ia 
said if the steamer waa oanghb in the 
storm her 'chanoea would be very slim. 
In Sianich Spit the tug Vancouver lay at 
anchor, and a acow of coal and a eoow of 
wood which aho had in tow were reported 
to bo aahoro.llu port there were no damagea 
done to ahipping, but yesterday's blow 
moved a number of anchored crafts pro- 
miscuously about the harbor. 

TUB "oombkbmbre" hkue, 
Brltiib ahlp Combermore, Captain Jec- 
kin!, arrived In the Royal roada Sunday, 
3S dayi from Yokohama, for orders and in- 
spection. The newcomer felt the full fury 
of tlio gale while towing up from tiie Cape 
with the Lome, and Bustained oonaiderahlo 
unimportant damage to deck outfittings and 
rigging. Tho Combermore ia to go into the 
Eiiiuimalt dock juat aa soon aa the G.jata 
Ricn cornea out. The big collier waa placed 
on the blooka yeaterday and will be made 
rnudy for aervice as expeditiously aa poaai- 
hie.

THE SALMON OANNERS. 



A Candid Talk Over Matters Wilh 
the Minlster-His Ex- 
pian&tiona. 

Mr. Bithet'8 Couciae Statrment of tli€ 
Situation— Views of Utber 
(ieutlemeu- 



The eatmon cannera had a long confewnce 
with the Minister of Marine and Flstierica 
V«stecda^ forenoon in the Board of Trade 
reome to urge cfi'on bim the ohanger whioh 
in thesr opinion should be made in the re- 
gulationa governing that indualry. Thirty 
■out of tho forty-two oancories in tht'province 
■were repreaented. Meisers. Eirle«Tid Prior, 
M'b p., werealso pretenc aa well'aa several 
anendbers df tbe proTinoial legialwkire. 
Mr. R. 'P. 'Bitbeb vrta ohoaen chairman 
Sir Chaflea H. Tp.pper mggested as thtf 
imoat expeditious inothod of procedure that 
the oannera sbould<3xplain the-objeotionahle 
'features dl the regalatlona of 'which they had 
'ComplaiDsd. As t« the attitude of hia depart 
•menfe, lie laid that owing to 'the ioiportaBce 
'df the salmon indnatry and tiie interestB in 
■volved it had been neceesarj- to proceed oau 
tiously, particularly in viow of iho repeated 
repreaentationa which had been made from 
this -Taction. He r«ferred to reao- 
lutiona forworiled to Cttawa by the 
B. C. Board of Trade in ISS'i, ISHIi 
and mHS. The alarm hud beenaoundod fro 
hero and the (regulations had been framed 
■ on the best advice than it waa pcssibln fur 
the goveriioienf' of C<>nada to obcmin. They 
had in the different departmentu technical 
men or speoialiats and it would be a very 
dangerous thing for tho political head of a 
departmenc to ignore their advice. Mr. 
Wilmot had been appointed to tho Fisheries 
department as the best available man after 
Mr. Whitchei's death. Tho former had 
practically made Oah his life's study, and, 
when selected for hIa poaition, was a well 
■recognized authority 'on the subject. It 
would not, therefore, have done for the 
Minister to lightly pans over his opinion. 
When, therefore, Mr. Wilmot'a views came 
iu oollieion with those of a representative 
body of men engaged in the oatoblng of tisb, 
ho (Sir Charlre) could not forget that the 
first object of tho cinners waa to make 
much money out of 'fiahing as quiokly as 
they could, while the department must 
deal largely with the preservation 
of the 'fiah supply for all time to oome. 
However, while In !£agland, he had endeav- 
'Ored to obtain for the government service 
the heat an'thoritjr he oonld 'iiod, and had 
settled upon Profeasor Prince, a graduate of 
St. Andrew's University, who hud been 
trained in every ipbaae of 'marine biology, 
and was moreover a man of large vxpen- 
«aee. Referring 'to the 'regulations Sir 
Charles remarked that when, the last draft 
of them Was made volumes upon volumes of 
reportR had bten c insulted in addition to 
the ofiiccru of the deptrtments. Ho had, 
in franjing thcau regulations, met In bo far 
as he dared the wishes and rcp:ofentatlon 
of the niou engaged in tho cominerco. Hi 
hud followf.d what ho believed to ba the 
proper oune, und then haviug framed the 
draft of the regululion.s they w. ro 
publiahed, and the udvioo of the canncrs was 
asked, copies cf tho draft b,;iug forwarded 
to the members of parliament, boards of 
trade und to those cinnera whoso names 
were available. When tho aiii,'[;cBtion8 had 
been received the whole (|\i(.'Biion wna re 
ferrcd at iiis (Sir Charlet) requoat to a eub 
committee of the Privy Council, who with 
him had gone carefully through the regula- 
tions und eujjgealions. Again, changes 
were ir.ado in bd far aa they had been con- 
sidered richt, keeping in viow the fact that 
regulations were needed. Ho regretted 
that tho result had not been satisfactory to 
tho oanners und tho people of British Col- 
umbia. After tho regulations becimo law 
lb had been his duty to onforoo them as far as 
possiblo. This was a general statomont of 
tho facts that had iijliuencod him, and ho 
now mot) tho cauners so that they could, if 
they wishod, proas upon him in p(racn the 
changes they desired, (Applause ) 

Mr. K. P. Rithet, speaking tor the oan- 
ners, Kxpressed their pleasure at having Sir 
I 'barles present to oisouas with them faoe to 
face thi'i very imporian> qneition. It might 
not appear as important at) Ottawa aa on che 
spot, bub here it ranks next, to tbe ooal in- 
dustry »nd affeots the whole people of b^e 
provinoe The bnsinesa - calls for the ez- 
^eoditnre of l'<rge sums of money for wages, 
' and in a good season, outside of Obinese 
labor, at least $2 a case went to the labor- 
ing oluBsos from tho oanners. Tho great 
dillioulties the oanners had to contend with 
led them to balievo that thoy had nob been 
shown by tho Dominion government tho 
consideration whioh tho importance of tho 
subjoct demanded He did not bi>liovo the 
canners wore so selfish and Inconsiderate as 
Kir Charles had been pleased to indioato, 
Kvory act of tho canners had been designed 
to ensure the pormanoncy of tho industry. At 
the same time they felt it waa not fair to 
them if they are hampered with regu- 
lations wbiob will make their bnsi. 
sen harder to work tbra it shonld fee. 



Cninpse labor oonld nob be di'.penaed with 

in the oanns'ies, for though soma oanners 
had triid white boys ui.d pirls they bad 
been compelled to diBnonao -^iiih them after 
tt few montha' trial. Ko n''jer cl'-iaa than tho 
Chinese were nvailablo. T hen the American 
■Cinneru had fewer ohat.\cVi'.y to contoe d with 
than the K. U. cannorB had. No wonder' 
then that cur canners felt Rgcrioi:ed when 
they saw tha U. S. ciauers ^t I'oittt RoberSa 
ignoring the close si'ason und uting pour.d 
uota to intercept the f>.Bh on liich way to 
tho Fraior. Perhnpa the greatest funda- 
mental prlnoiple upon -A'hioh d'in^roncet ex- 
iat i! en to whether the irah lifter siiawjing 
returc to salt water. He had hardly over 
met « man that hf:d htudicd the ([ucstion 
who was prepared to admit that tho stilnion 
af .or apawniDg go back to st.1v water. This 
wae ditTorent from the charuotoristioa of tho 
aai-non in Great Britain. He read an ex- 
Ucct from H. G. Pennell's work on salmon, 
aa follows :

Sir Charles Tupper— In 18811 we wore 
asked tho very reverso.

Mr. liithet— In IHH.'l the salmon came at 
tho proper time, this year ibey were late iu 
coming. 

Sir Charles Tupper asked if a li.xed clopo 
season or no cloao season was desired '.' If 
there woa no fixity as to tho end rjf ilin boh- 
aon there would bo just as grout a difliculty 
to contend with us before. 

Mr, Rithot admitted that there was a dif- 
Qculty. Ai to the fishing for spring salmon, 
that waa nob an arbiole of oommeroe as far 
aa oannera were ooncemed. It was only 
need for the looal market. It was a great 
pity that our fishermen were prevented tak- 
ing them itourdwn waters when the U. S 
fishermen are allowed to catch them all the 
year ronnd. 

Sir Charles Tupper thought that dllficulty 
might be removed. 

The oflfal question WBs then dealt with by 
Mr. Rithet. He bad made honeet e fl irts 
ho aaid to utilizn the offal for tho munufao- 
turo of guano and oil ; but could not got 
enough to niako it pay. It would, however, 
be a good thing if it ware poaaible to utiliz ) 
it. Ho had hoard of parties who wore anx- 
ious to get Iho offal in ordcr'to utilize it, and 
would suggest that the dop'irtment call for 
tenders for taking the cllul from the oan- 
nerioB, andit mightconsider some proposition 
to have it utilized. If tho offal were, how- 
ever, dumped into tho deep water of tho 
Froaor it could do no harm. This had been 
done for a groat many years and thoro had 
been no complaints, 

I |3ir Charles — The Indians sent a com- 
plaint, this year, that it fouled their nets. 

Mr. Rithet explained that it waa at tho 
month of the river , where the ofTitl .was 
damped now. . • ■ 

Mr, Rithet-aiked Sir ChMlei' opiiiioa as 



to tke'nst of pound or seine nets oy Amcri- 
o»n8 at Point Robr.rte. 

Sir Cnarles answersd that 'Jliat only step- 
ped one point of approach o.f the fiah to the 
Trasor, and they no doubb oame in many 
s7the,r direocions. 

Mr. Rithet — " V-sry few." Ho went on 
to EuggoBt that the government should ap- 
proach tho Uaitod States governmmton the 
subject. 

Sir Charles replied tbab there had been 
oousiderablo correspordsnoe with the United 
Stdites goverum'.'.it, and it waa hoped that 
the pound net would be abolished. Next 
year tho international commission — Com- 
mands Wakeljeld representing Cuna<li and 
Mr. K-Jithburn the United Scates — would bo 
out horn and tuko up tho (juostion. 

Mr. Rithet thought nicu should bo ap- 
poiat«d to watch tho habita of ths salmon in 
this province. 

Sir Charles, reading from tho reports of 
the commission, drow attention to u state- 
ment by D. E. Melvill that he had caught 
at the mouth of the Fraaer Gab that had 
apawm d. showing that they had returned to 
sale watt r after spawning. 

Mr. Kwen — If ho has, he baa done what 
no one else over did. 

Mr. SponcT sprko of Oitching at the 
mouth ol tliH NimpUiah salmon whiuh he had 
caught und marked two years before. He 
did not knoiv if ib waa a mala or female fiah 
however. 

Sir Charlea aaked if the canners would 
press for another commisaion. 

Mr. Rithet said that all that was wanted 
was reliable men to go to tho epawning 
ground and iind out whether or not the fiah 
did return. 

Mr. Evvon — And change the regulations 
to put us on a better footing with Point 
Roberts. 

Sir Charles — I have nob lost sight of that. 

Mr. Rithet asked if letting tbe blood and 
washings off the floors into tbe tiver was oon. 
sidered on infraotloii of tbe regulatioos. 
Some of tbe iospeotors bad oonsidered it 
suoh. 

Sir Charles— I think that la sbaviog the 
law too oloae. 

Mr. Rithet went on to auggeat that the 
oohoe season ahould brgin September 15 in- 
stead of the 25th, and ran till Novembt r 1. 

Mr, Ewen urged that the length of the 
spring salmon season should be eight 
months in tho rivers. From February 1 to 
tho end of September would suit ; but the 
regulations should not apply to salt water. 

Mr. Ladner — And in the ftbaerci of a 
s.tisfaotory arrangement for the oH'ai with 
tho department, the cinners should be 
allowed to dump in deep water. 

Mr. Ewen though'; Mr. Princo should be 
stationed in British Columbia for three or 
four yeara to aaoortain all about its salmon. 

Mr. H thet, Bpeaking for the Northern 
canners, thought tie eookoye season there 
m ght be from June 10 10 Auguat 15 ; alpo 
that seines be allowed in places like Lowe's 
Inlet, Alert 15-iy, NanooMO Bay und Smith 
inlet aa no harm could be dono by their use 
thoro. The eoines could only he used for a 
pirt of the day there owing to tides. 

Sir Chorlea — Tho Qu'idra's captain says 
he saw seines used at Lowe's inlet and the 
riBult was a wholesale slaughter. 

Mr. Rithet thought that possibly the 
Quadra's comm »nder waa a good navigator 
but no judge of salmon. Tliuro were two 
days a week when seines were not used. 

Sir Charles thought seines in tvery part 
of the world had proved destructive as they 
struck and killed young fish. 

Mr. Ewen soKR^tted a time limib. 

Sir Charles — My ofiieerB say a gill net 
could be used. 

Mr. Riibet replied that a seine would do 
no harm used part of tbe week, as there 
were far moro fiah that went up the rivera 
than were needed. They fairly crowded 
ouch other. 

Mr. Spencer spoke of the Nimpkieli river, 
holding that a, seine would do noharm there. 
Ib was a very small stream and a seine 
could bo uaed only part of tho day. 

Mr. Rithot, continuing, asked on behalf 
of the northern cannera that tho net bo 200 
fathoms inatead of 1511, and that tho oiral of 
the Skoena bo allowed to be thrown in at 
tho oannorieB. 

Mr. Robert Ward held that the wont of 
praotioal knowledge was the reason that the 
regulations bad not been satisfactory, Mr.

Wilmot unfortunately had not come here 
with an unbiaesod mind.

Perhaps the department might 
consider the suggestion that tho date of the 
aeuaon should bo so mai'i days to date 
after the lish hi-u entered the river. It hud 
bcm eugyeeted that the ubo of seines or 
pound nets be allowed at lioechor bay ; and 
be would simp'y state that to tho 
Minister without expreaslof; any opinion. 
Alaska was our most formidable opponent, 
and ha there were praoliocklly no regulations 
there it would be seen that that point should 
bo considered in forming regulatione, though 
not that: no nieiint there thould be no regu- 
lations or only It x ones. 

Mr. R. 11. Httll pointed out that nil the 
salmon that go up the rivers into the interior 
die. He had seen at the head waters of the 
Skeena, Fraser and Naasdead salmon cover- 
ing the lianlts. They i;o up to spawn but 
none rotnro ezeept the steei head, wbioh 
was a variety of salmon trout. The Indiana 
had weirs aoross the rlrers at the head 
waters to catch the fieh oomiog down and 
only the ateol heada are c iught. 

Sir Charles remarked that this waa the 
most aatoniahing statement ho had ever 
hoard ; but it was certainly intoroatihg. 

Mr. Hall — The weirs were put in in July 
and kept in repair till tho end of August aa 
u rule. 

Mr. Dalby, speaking of the Skeena river, 
sslied that tbe time for tho soolc»ys season 
be from June 16 to August 25 ; that oots 
be 200 fathoms instead of 160 fathoms, as 
the river waa foliy two to three miies wide 
there and it would not impede navigation ; 
that' the offal mi^ht be thrown into the 
water at the canneries as tbe tide sweeps it 
away, and that the olose weekly season be 
from 12 p m. on Saturday till 12 a.m. on 
Monday. It was impossible he said to get 
the Indians at present to liah on Sundays. 
Only I'i out of 21 hours a day was fishing 
possible on tho Skeena, owing jio the fides. 

Mr. Halby brought up tbe question of four 
oannera being fined on tho Skeena for break- 
ing the regulations, and asked that tbe 
money ihould bo rifundod, owing to tho 
diflicultiea the ounuets labor under. 

Sir Charles did not think that could bo 
any ground for remitting thofinei. 

Mr. Cunningham stated that tho inspoo- 
tor, Mr. Roxbury, had first allowed the 
cannera to dump tho offal in cribs, and 
afterwards, when tho regulotiona came out, 
had the samo cauners fined. 

Sir Charles remarked that if the faota 
were laid before him and it was found that 
the oannera had been misled by the inspec- 
tor, it would inean.dlamlssal for that gentle- 
man. , '.,1 ■ ( - 

(Thia olosed the oonferinoe and the meet- 
ingadjoumed.
